If 
only the CIA Subcommittee members are present (Senators Ruasell, 
EUender* McClellan, and Young), Woodruff wiU want to cover the 
additional Reserve request and the Director** recent trip to Southeast 
Asia. If Hie Defense Subcommittee members (Senators McClellan, 
Pasture, Magnuses* Mansfield* AUott* and Hruska) and the ex officio 
Armed Services Committee members (Senators Jackson* Symington* 
and Thurmond) attend, he wiU proceed with a world wrap-up briefing 
as a preliminary to that Sub c o r nral ttee *s hearings with Department of 
Defease witnesses on the Defense Appropriation* bill and defer the 
Reserve session to a later date.
